Santa Ana Herald.) 


There is much talk about a dry season, 
and much doleful speculation is in- 
dulged in, wer | by constitutional 
eroakers, who afflict every community. 
Asa matter of fact, the Santa Ana val- 
ley is much better prepared to withstand 
a dry season than most other portions 
of the State. A scanty rainfall means 
short crops of hay and barley upon 
our mesa lands, and that is the 
main extent of the actual damage 
to crops. We shall have a much 
larger orange crop than last year, 
estimated as high as 50,000 boxes, worth 
at least $70,000. Letus say we pack as 
many boxes of raisins as we did last 
year (and the probability is that it will 
be much larger), they will be worth at 
least $30,000. Lemons and limes, say 
$2500. Wine grapes, wine and brandy, 
say $12,000, which we think is a low 
estimate. Hogs, $75,000; hops, $25.000; 
eggs, $22,000; corn, $40, 000; potatoes, 
$6000; fruits, "$5000. There will be no 
failure of any of the above products, on 
account of the limited rainfall. There 
are numerous other productions and 
articles of export which we have not 
mentioned, which will swell the grand 
total to at le ast the figures of last year, 
which we took pains to gather carefully 
from reliable merchants. In round 
numbers the figures were half a million 
dollars. Let us hear no more dismal 
croakings about a dry season.

THE TRIUMPHS OF ELECTRICITY. 


The advancing strides which have 
been made by science ih almost every 


+ direction within the last half century 


most harmless playthings. 


are simply marvelous. Man hascom 
to handle the most dangerous and pow. 
erful forces in nature as if they were 
He 
makes them his servants, obedient to 
his touch and subservient to the con- 
trolling force of his individual will. 
It is less than forty years since the first 
experiments of Morse, in the direction 
of telegraphic communication, were 


» made and the first line of telegraph was: 


erected between Washington and Bal- 
timore, a distance of forty miles. On 
the 29th of May, 1844, the news of the 
nomination of Mr. Polk was sent to the 
National Capital from the Monu- 
mental City over the wires of the 
magnetic telegraph —the first dis- 
patch ever so transmitted. This event 
marked the beginning of a new era mn 
the history of the world’s civilization. 
It practically annihilated distance, and 
ushered in the beginning of the day 
which sees nations speaking across the 
seas, and the tidings of events trans- 
piring on the other side of the At- 
lantic—each imporvsant event of every 
passing day—reaching us lefore 
the day’s close. But new achieve- 
ments are continually being reached, 
and among the latest of these tri- 
umphs is the transmission of three 
thousarid words a minute, as the re- 
sult of the trial of the new postal tele- 
graph company’s wires from New 
York to Cleveland. The method is 
thus described by the Sun: 


A oe of that length | three 
‘thousand words] is cut up into seven 


_ parts, or takes, as copy is given out to 


printers. These are transferred by 


seven operators to cylinders, which are‘ 


set simultaneously in motion, and 
transmit the message over one wire. 
The company claims it can send eight 
and receive eight dispatches at the 
same time, over the same wire. The 
two wires in use between here and 

_ Cleveland are steel, heavily insulated 
in copper. The poles are thirty feet 
high, of unusual size and strength, 
forty. of them to the mile. It is 
claimed the wires are of such supreme 
conductivity that the electric current 
on them will not be disturbed by storms 
and atmospheric changes. .They claim 
these improvements will bring Chicago 
telegraphically as near New York as 
Philadelphia, and San Francisco as 
near as Cleveland compared with the 
best wire now in use. 


It is claimed that two wires oper- 
ated ‘by this new system will do more 
than. sixty wires supplied with the 
Morse instruments. The system ap- 
pears to be measur: bly a combination 

-of telegraphic and telephonic princi- 
ples, and the value of the results are 
beyond any heretofore attained in the 
experiments of nova science.

SAN FRANCISCO i is acting on the wise 
principle that “‘an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.”

The danger 
arising from panic among the children 
in case of fire 1s usually greater than 
from the fire itself. Without. question 
the recent terrible “slaughter of the in- 
nocents” in New York city might have 
been largely, if not entirely, prevented 
had this drill obtained among them 


' sufficiently to have enabled them to 


have left the building in a prompt 
and orderly manner, But crazed with 
fright, and maddened with the sense 
of danger, they rushed pell-mell from 
the school room, crowding, pushing, 
struggling, precipitated down the 
broken stairway, and dying without 
the touch of fire upon them. Children 
can be trained, as well as their elders, 
to act with coolness in the face of 
danger,.and there is no lesson taught 
in our public schools more important 
"for them to learn than this. 


Dip Wiggi ns’s storm ever come? will 
always rema:n one of the questions un- 


answered. Wiggins says it came, as

NEWHAL2 CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Boom has Struck that Piace— 
Bailaing Improvements—The Nar- 
row Gauge to Hueneme—Preach- 
img and Lecturing. 

[REGULAR CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. | 

Newuatu, March 12.—Newhall is now 
enjoying the wave of prosperity that has 
been sweeping over Southern California 
for the past year. There is quite a boom 
in lots, and many have recently been 
sold. Buildings are being erected very 


fast, and most of them of a substantial 


character. A special car from the East, 


. containing a party of railroad men, was 


here a few days ago in the interest of 
the proposed narrow gauge road from 
Newhall to Hueneme, on the coast, 
and rumor has it that the 
road is soon to be commenced. 
Without taking into consideration the 


great natural advantages of soil and 
the prospects of this 
place, with its oil fields, hydraulic 
mines and broad grain fields are cer- 
tainly good, and if we are to have the 


terminus of the narrow guage system of 


roads running down the coast it will 
surely be an important business centre. 
Oil men, hydraulic miners and .specu- 
fators may be seen daily on our streets, 
and where once the wild coyote roamed 
at will, and his dismal yell alone broke 
the stillness of the night, the shriek of 
the iron horse is heard and a dozen en- 


gines on the surrounding hills re-echo 


back its sound from the oil wells. Whea 
Lieutenant Colonel Fremont led his 
hardy band of pioneers across the San 
Fernando pass in the winter of ’46, 
he iittle dreamed that thirty 
years later he would ride over 
the same ground in a palace car, and 
thus it is that the future of great towns 
is laid, first in the wilderness, and then 
by American pluck and energy suddenly 
transformed into thriving cities. New- 
hall enjoys'the pleasure of hearing a 
sermon every Sunday evening from 
Rev Mr. Armstrong, of Los Angeles, 
but so long have the people of this vi- 
cinity dwelt in the wilderness, it seems 
almost impossible to arouse them to a 
proper sense of the awful peril in which 
they stand; that is, according to, the 
orthodox Methodist standpoint. They 
listen good naturedly to what he bas. to 
say, and do not seem to be disturbed 
by his frequent allusions to a place 
warmer thun Fort Yuma in summer. 
However he seems to be an earnest 
Christian and personally a very amiable 
wtleman.

It was first privately 
tried at Melbourne onthe 3lst of Oc- 
tober last, in the presence of over forty 
scientific and public officers, and proved 
a great success. Sitting in a dark room, 
they saw projected on a large disc of 
white burnished metal the race course at 
Kensington, with its myriad hosts of 
active beings. Each minute detail stood 
out with perfect lifelike fidelity tq@g the 
original then going on so far away, and 
as they looked at the wonderful active 
pictures through binocular glasses it} 
was difficult to magine that they were 
mot actually on the course itself and 
moving among those whose actions they 


could so completely scan. 
In this age of wondertul inventions 


we need be surprised at nothing; but 


surely in this case the Scientific Amer- 
ican and the Alta have been taken in 
by a transparent hoax. The electro- 


.gcope bears a striking resemblance to 


another remarkable instrument that was 


~ ““egeeximented with in Melbourne some 


years ago, when the telephone was first 


attracting attention. It was named the. 
gastrograph, anda detailed account of 
its first trial, extending to several col- 
umns, exceedingly readable and en- 
tirely convincing, uppeared in a leading 
Melbourne paper. It was claimed for 
the gastrograph - that it could transmit 
the essence of the most recherche \din- 
ner to any distance by electric wires, 
and at the experiment a number of the 
savants and leading public men of Mel- 
bourne were represented as sitting in a 
hall, each with the end of a delicately 
adjusted gastrograph in his mouth, 
which was connected by wire witha re- 
ceptacle in a noted restaurant six or 
seven blocks di:tant. Each course, 
from the soup to the dessert, was 


placed in receptacle, and 
the gormands, reclining in easy 
chairs in the distant hall, en- 


joyed all the pleasures of the table 
without the trouble of eating, while 
the flavor and efficacy of the viands 
were increased, and the system received 
all the delicate and nutritious qualities 


_ of the food without any of its dross. 


At intervals wine was served in the

The Sunday School Times, of Philadel- 
phia, has the following in reference to 
church debts, which is handed in by a 
gentleman who is interested in the 
churches now being built in this city:

Truth 
and honesty prove more prudent and pol- 
itic than false speaking and false doing, 
however they may seem to hinder or en- 
danger one at the start.

To say that it is the Lord’s 
louse when it is mortgaged to a money- 
lover and is liable to be sold for debt and 
then used for a distillery,.is a contempti- 
ble sham, as disgraceful to those who make 
the claim as it is dishonoring to the cause 
in behalf of which the claim is made. 
Better, far better, a tent or a barn as a 
place of worship, with no debt on it, than 
a showy structure, with stained glass win- 
dows, and the stained escutcheon of a 
builder’s mortgage. This truth is stead- 
ily gaining in its hold of the Christian 
conscience, and churches with a debt upon 
them are fewer and fewer.’’ 


P. 8.—We look upon all church debts, 
whether incurred for buildings, for an 
organ, current expenses, or for any cause, 
as wrong, and are glad to know that all 
the churches of this city who are now 
erecting houses of worship, or intend soon 
to build, are under a solemn pledge to 
incur no church debt.

Swaa Incaudescent Lamp. 

Mr. T. F. Cronise, agent for the Brusb- 
Swan Electric Light Companies, returned 
Tuesday evening from Tucson, Arizona, 
where he organized a company represent- 
ing some of the leading citizens. The 
capital stock of the new company was 
fixed at $100,000, with $50,000 cash sub- 
scribed. e city is to be lighted with 
masts similar to those in use in Los An- 
geles with the large Brush arc lights, and 
the Swan incandescent light will be used 
for domestic lighting, the storage reser- 
voir system being used. The machinery 
and electrical apparatus are to be ordered 
at once. 

The incandescent light is the one to 
which the world is looking as its coming 
illuminant. The Brush arc light is not 
suited to the needs of a household or for 
any kind of office use. The supply of 
electricity is received direct from the 
works and is in sympathy with every pul- 
sation of the engine which generates it, 
and hence it cannot be a steady light, 
though for streets and public places it 
stands unrivaled. The Swan incandes- 
cent light, with the reservoir for storing a 
supply, then comes in to fill the gap and 
provide the home light. The Brush stor- 


age battery, which is one of the 
most important inventions of the 
day, is simply a box filled with 


lead plates, prepared by some chem- 
ical preparation known only to the in- 
ventor. This acts like a tank, and can be 
filled with electricity as that with water. 
It is automatic and shuts off the current 
when full. The Swan lamp is only a glass 
ball, about five inchesin length by an 
inch and a half in diameter, enclosing 
a vacuum into which the copper wire 
passes by a device,’and hermetically 
closed. There is a key t® turn at will, 
which puts the lamp in connection with 
the circuit from the battery. The 
current p into the vacuum and 
in getting fr8mm one conductor through a 
non-conducting medium to another con- 
ductor the current is lighted by friction. 
There being no air in the lamp there is 


no consumption of anything : but 
of the imponderadle, invisible cur- 
rent. There is a ‘‘manipulator’’ 


attached, which measures the current 
passing in and out of the battery. There 
is no danger from fire, except from actual 
contact, which is preven by the glass 
globe. An explosion is impossible. The 
light is like a ball of fire, and though so 
small, must be toned down with ground 
glass and shades, emits no odors, gas or 
heat, and everything being at rest in the 
reservoirs, and the carbon enclosed in a 

rfect vacuum, the light must necessarily 

steady and without the flickering which 
characterizes these lights supplied direct- 
ly from the dynamo machine. This new 
incandescent light will be introduced in 
this city in a short time, and will be 
hailed as one of man’s best friends, pre- 
serving that most precious natural gift, 
the eyesight, annihilating night and turn- 
ing itintoday. ..

A drive over the valley the other day 
convinced us that, although there has 
been a scarcity of rain this season, the 
crops will not be much behind the average. 


Mr. John PA. McDonald, just in from 
Providence, informs us that work on both 
the Southern Pacific and Atlantic and 
Pacific is being rapidly pushed ahead. 
The Southern Pacific is graded within 
sixteen miles of the Needles, and track is 
being laid at the rate of from one and a 
half to two miles per day, and it has 
been laid at the rate of three to 
four miles per diem. Grant & Mce- 
Donald have a contract upon which 
they are now at work, for grading 
ten miles on this side of the Colorado for 
the Atlantic and Pacific; on the other side 
of the river the grading is all completed 
and the track laid to within sixty miles 
of the Needles. Between the present ter- 
minus of the Southern Pacific and the 
Atlantic and Pacific there isa gap of but 
seventy-six miles and this will closed 
up within six weeks.
